A lawyer involved in Irvine’s Chinese birth-tourism scandal faces the feds 
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N ever play poker with Ken 
Zhiyi Liang. You wouldn’t 
be able to gauge the strength 
of Liang’s hand based on his 
expressions. During a four-day, bench trial 
last week, the 38-year-old Irvine civil law¬ 
yer sat wide-eyed but stone-faced as the 
defendant in a Department of Homeland 
Security (DHS) investigation of a Chinese 
birth-tourism scandal. 

Liang—charged with three obstruction- 
of-justice-related charges for trying to 
sneak a material witness in the probe 

back to China—let 
James D. Riddet, 
his defense lawyer, 
bring the enthu¬ 
siasm. Riddet, a 
resourceful veteran 
more at ease in a 
courtroom than 
his two, younger 
prosecutorial oppo¬ 
nents, threw pro¬ 
verbial wrenches at 
the government’s 
case. He argued DHS agents entrapped 
his client, falsified a document, botched 
Mandarin translations from surveil¬ 
lance recordings and could not prove the 
charges beyond a reasonable doubt. 

Over the past couple of decades, South¬ 
ern California defense lawyers have been 
skillful at undermining the strength of 
supposedly foolproof government audio 
and video evidence. For example, think of 
the Rodney King police-beating criminal 
trial in which jurors were convinced their 
eyes and ears couldn’t be trusted. Riddet 
aimed for a similar outcome with three 
and a half hours of Liang recordings, 
the heart of the case for assistant United 
States attorneys Joseph B. Widman and 
Jerry C. Yang. 

After DHS agents conducted a highly 
publicized, search warrant raid in March 
in Irvine, Du Li—one of the hundreds of 
young, non-English speaking Chinese 
women who’ve come to the U.S. in recent 
years to give birth so their children would 
automatically secure American citizen¬ 
ship—became labeled a material witness 
in the probe. Li was asked to cooperate by 
giving statements, offered immunity for 
committing visa fraud, and ordered by a 
magistrate judge to remain in this country 
until she’d been given permission to leave. 
As with other material witnesses, she 
hired Liang as her lawyer. 

The gambler Liang quickly emerged. 

On April 4, two of his clients—Jun Xiao 
and his wife, Long Jing Yi—fled back to 
China with Liang’s clandestine assistance 
and a cover story that provided plausible 


deniability. Ten days 
later, federal agents 
learned that a third 
Liang client, Ying 
Wu, planned to 
board a plane the 
following day. Dur¬ 
ing a sealed April 
14 hearing, they 
obtained an arrest 
warrant for Wu and 
got Liang removed 
as Li’s attorney. Most 
important, Liang was 
left in the dark about 
the developments, 
but there’s no doubt 
he wondered if he’d 
become a govern¬ 
ment target. 

Eager to gain 
permission to return 
home with her baby 
boy, born March 29, Li agreed to become 
a government agent against Liang. She 
recorded their phone conversations and 
face-to-face meetings. In a May 8 con¬ 
versation, the lawyer told Li she “cannot 
go back” to China without permission, 
but, angling for additional fees, he also 
simultaneously insinuated there might 
be a way, saying, “Let us think and con¬ 
sider it.” 

The rest of the call was a cat-and-mouse 
game. Li said she still possessed her pass¬ 
port. Liang replied, “Ahhh, very good.” Then 
he explained that while he might not be able 
to give her direct advice, he could outline 
how Xiao and Yi successfully escaped. 

“They departed surreptitiously,” said 
Liang. Li asked if he could help her the 
same way and received a lawyerly answer: 
“Generally speaking, based on my experi¬ 
ence and competency, I should be able to 
accomplish that, though no guarantee— 
but should be doable.” 

Li asked point blank if he’d help her flee 
the U.S., and Liang replied, “I cannot help 
you return to China; otherwise, I would 
commit a crime.” Despite that statement, 
the conversation eventually shifted to 
fees. Liang told her Xiao wanted to pay 
him $7,000 before leaving the country on 
a ruse that had him and his wife traveling 
to Northern California for a conference. 

Li wanted to know if she could pay him 
$6,000 for arranging her escape. The law¬ 
yer replied, “Uh, $6,000 would be fine.” 

She asked a follow-up question: “Would 
$6,000 get me out of here 100 percent?” 
Liang quickly answered, ‘Yes, 100 percent!” 

Four days later, Liang added pressure 
by telling Li, who still hadn’t paid the fee, 
that an unsuccessful escape could result 


in her being placed in a room with other 
inmates, strip-searched and denied basic 
necessities of life. “You would be treated 
like a criminal,” he said. “People would 
push you around, [and] you would sleep 
on [a] very hard, small, cold bed.” 

He then slyly provided a way to avoid 
such a nightmare. “I cannot directly tell 
you the method. I can only say [there are] 
a few methods, and then you can listen to 
it, and then, like this, if you understand the 
method I gave to Jun Xiao, you might use it 
as a reference, but you must never, never say 
that I told you and tell you to do it this way 
because it is illegal and I might be arrested.” 

Nevertheless, Liang advised her on how 
to lower the risk of being caught fleeing: 
Communicate only on WeChat or with an 
unregistered, throwaway phone; purchase 
last-minute tickets; use a foreign-based 
airline; travel on the weekend; and fly 
out of a smaller airport than Los Angeles 
International, where DHS agents are 
plentiful. He hadn’t guessed. Customs 
and Border Patrol agent Calmen S. Lee 
agreed to testify to the potential validity 
of the tactics, noting the moves could help 
thwart undercover tailing of suspicious 
characters in the airport as well as the 
value of passenger manifests normally 
distributed to law-enforcement agencies 
72 hours before a flight. 

Liang’s advice wasn’t given out of gen¬ 
erosity. He also told Li his plan required 
three other men (a middleman and two 
drivers), each of whom would need to be 
paid thousands of dollars. 

Li: Including you, there would be 
four people? 

Liang: Right. They are reliable and very 
trustworthy. This situation is quite com¬ 


plicated, but if it proceeds without issues, 
they can do what they do. 

Li: Equal to 100 percent that I can 
return to [China], right? 

Liang: Right. 

Despite the damning strength of those 
recordings, Riddet told U.S. District Court 
Judge Andrew J. Guilford that it wasn’t 
clear his client’s statements pertained to 
helping Li flee the country and that he’d 
taken “no substantial acts” to commit any 
crime. He asserted, “Talk is not enough.” 

Yang wasn’t impressed. 

“The conspiracy has been demon¬ 
strated,” he said. “The defense is basically 
trying to introduce confusion into this.” 

Riddet is a fine lawyer, but he erred by 
not convincing Liang to agree to a pretrial 
guilty plea deal that likely would have 
resulted in a weaker punishment. Or seek¬ 
ing a hung jury by convincing one or two 
rebellious jurors the government commit¬ 
ted entrapment. Within minutes of clos¬ 
ing arguments, Guilford ruled Liang guilty 
on all three counts. 

Riddet then pushed to keep his expres¬ 
sionless client free on the existing $1 
million bail until a Dec. 14 sentencing 
hearing. “He’s not going anywhere,” he 
argued. “He’s got family and kids here.” 

Guilford didn’t buy it, especially because 
the case involves unlawful flight. He said, 
“Detention is necessary at this point.” 
Liang now faces a maximum punishment 
of 21 months in prison and disbarment.

T he 405 is slammed from the 55 to Long 
Beach. Harbor Boulevard is a parking lot. 

The industrial and office parks surrounding 
the South Coast Collection (SOCO) shopping 
center in Costa Mesa are emptying out, with thousands 
of employees resigned to spending the next hour or so in 
traffic hell. 

Refuge is needed. At the Iron Press, on the north¬ 
eastern edge of SOCO, the bar is already filled with 
people getting at the restaurant’s waffle sandwiches 
and craft beers. Diners wear suits, pricy kicks, flip-flops 
and almost all the other fashions en vogue in Southern 
California. Three doctors, still wearing their scrubs after 
a day at work, relax with brews. At a side table, young 
friends look at their phones, framing the perfect photo 
of their food for Instagram or Snapchat. 

Running around to make sure everyone’s having a great 


time is Iron Press owner Leonard Chan. “What’ll you have 
now?” he asks two patrons at the bar who had just finished 
their drinks. “I see two people and no beers.” 

One group obviously dominates the customer base: 
Asian-Americans. 

The Asian Foodies are out in force tonight, as they 
are almost every night at Orange County’s most buzzed- 
about food spots. Since at least the beginning of the 
decade, Asian-Americans have become the county’s 
culinary tastemakers. Their foodways have always had 
a presence in the county, from the chow mein dives of 
the 1930s to teriyaki spots in the 1960s to the explosion 
of Thai and pho restaurants going back to the 1980s. 

But Asian Foodies have created, popularized and main¬ 
streamed nearly all the major local culinary trends of 
recent years, from the currently ubiquitous poke and 
couture ice-cream joints to crawfish shacks and poutine 


places to the food halls, Korean taco trucks, and dessert 
and pastry shops popping up from Mission Viejo to Ana¬ 
heim. Throw in New American comfort food, as well as 
nouveau hamburger, pizza and hot dog chains, and there 
isn’t a food genre the Asian Foodies haven’t blown up. 

The easiest way to open a successful restaurant in 
today’s climate is to attract Asian Foodies. But if you 
thumb your nose at this scene, thinking no way on 
Earth will you let multicultural millennials dictate how 
you chow down, be warned: As with that scene in The 
Devil Wears Prada, in which Meryl Streep dresses down 
Anne Hathaway’s smirking ingenue by pointing out 
that Hathaway’s supposedly fashion-free cerulean-blue 
sweater actually represented fads from years ago, the 
Asian Foodies’ influence will eventually trickle down 
and get you. 

I mean, you’ve all had boba, right? That was so 1999.

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ou’ve probably been to one 
of Chan’s restaurants. If you 
haven’t gone through the hid¬ 
den door behind the guarded 
sake barrels to the Blind Rabbit in Ana¬ 
heim, you’ve probably dipped razor-thin 
slices of meat into bubbling broth at either 
Rolling Boil or California Shabu Shabu. 
Maybe you’ve had the still-quivering 
oysters at Shuck? Awaiting his sliders con¬ 



cept, Hatch? At a minimum, you must’ve 
had waffles and beer at your local bar, a 
concept created by Chan at his Iron Press. 

He is the king of the Asian Foodies, 
seemingly announcing a new concept 
every month and drawing packed crowds 
at all of his spots. But the 40-year-old 
(who looks a decade younger) is not an 
imperious ruler, making it a point to work 
weekly shifts at all of his outposts. 

On a recent Friday night in Anaheim, 
after a day of driving across Orange 
County for meetings about more restau¬ 
rants in the works, Chan is behind the bar 
at the Iron Press. Dressed comfortably in 
jeans, Chucks and a casual button-down 
shirt, he moves effortlessly between 
employees, chatting with customers at 
the high, wooden bar in between pouring 
beers from the row of taps behind him, 
checking in with nearly every member 
of his staff, plus entertaining one of OC’s 
most popular food Instagrammers and 
one of its most famous fashion Instagram¬ 
mers, both of whom are seated at a sepa¬ 
rate, lower section of the stone top. 

“Leonard’s always working,” says 
Michel Phiphak, the food Instagrammer, 
of Chan, who banters with a customer 
farther down the bar. 

It’s continuous, nonstop work, and 
though the bar is in the middle of post¬ 
dinner Friday-night beer rush time, 

Chan’s smile—which grows wide when 
speaking to anyone and shrinks to a gentle 
grin when focused elsewhere—never 
drops from his face. 

“I still love interaction with customers, 
new or old,” Chan says a few days later. “I 
like being in the trenches with my staff. I 
want them to know that if they ever need 
help, I can fill in anywhere and I’m always 
willing to get dirty.” 

Chan didn’t plan on getting into food. 
Born in the now-shuttered Martin Luther 
Hospital in Anaheim and raised in Irvine, 
he always had a head for numbers. He 
went to UC Irvine to pursue a math 
degree, but he found the program weak 
and unchallenging. “It got to the point 
where I would be doing the equations 
on the board instead of the TAs,” Chan 
remembers. “They didn’t really under¬ 
stand what they were teaching.” 

After leaving the major, he bounced 
around the university, taking two quar¬ 
ters in psychology before graduating 
with a degree in economics in 1997. Chan 
immediately started a corporate job with 
Fountain Valley-based Kingston Technol¬ 
ogy that served as a jumping-off point for 
a decade-long, successful but ultimately 
unfulfilling career in IT, during which 
he spent time in the Bay Area. He trav¬ 
eled often to the Pacific Northwest and 
other major American metropolises. It 
was during these years that Chan devel¬ 
oped a taste for Fernet-Branca—the now 
extremely popular Italian digestif that 
was, until five years ago, only easily found 
in San Francisco—and saw what kind of 
businesses succeeded in major cultural 
centers across the States. 

“I wanted to open a bar while I was 
working in IT, but I didn’t realize how 



much red tape was involved,” Chan says. 
“I also had an idea for a concept: craft 
beer and waffles. I had seen waffles up in 
Portland, but they weren’t doing any beer, 
and I thought ‘beer and waffles’... but 
craft beer wasn’t what it [is] today, and no 
one was doing savory waffles.” 

Originally called the Mad Batter, the 
concept failed to attract investors in 2007. 
Chan continued his IT work. Just two 
years later, the original Bruxie opened in 
Orange. Now a beloved chain, it made the 
idea of savory waffles a smash, and Chan 
saw an opportunity to dust off his old 
vision. One week before deciding whether 
to take a job in Singapore or Seattle, he 
went out with his friend Wayne Atchley. 
The pair drank into the night. At one 
point, Atchley, one of the original owners 
of California Shabu Shabu, asked Chan 
if he were serious about getting into the 
restaurant industry. 

“I had been telling him for two years, 
but he didn’t want to mix business and 
pleasure,” Chan remembers. “Honestly, I 
thought he was just drunk. He told me to 
meet him at the restaurant at 10:30 in the 
morning the next day, but I didn’t think 
he’d remember.” 

The next day, Chan took his then- 
girlfriend to Target to go shopping; he 
was there when he received a phone call. 
“Wayne said, ‘Where are you? I thought 
we were meeting. If you’re not serious 
about it, that’s okay,”’ Chan says. 

He rushed through the store, put all 
the items in his cart back in their proper 
places, then dropped off his girlfriend 
before heading to the California Shabu 
Shabu in Costa Mesa. Atchley and 
Chan spent hours discussing working 
together and months working the minu¬ 
tiae of the financials. 

“We got it down to each sliver of a 
carrot,” Chan says, grinning. “We were 
funded in about two months after that.” 

His Fountain Valley branch of the Cali¬ 



fornia Shabu Shabu franchise took off, 
and its success loosened investor purse 
strings. In 2012, Chan opened the first 
Iron Press, as well as Shuck Oyster Bar, 
at SOCO. (Iron Press bears a memorial to 
Chan’s original concept: The Mad Batter 
is the menu heading for the restaurant’s 
waffle sandwiches.) In 2014, he opened 
the second Iron Press, Rolling Boil and 
the Blind Rabbit in Anaheim. Earlier this 
year, he consulted at Pie Dog in Fuller¬ 
ton. He’s also prepping for the debut of 
Hatch, a sliders brand complete with tiki 
drinks, at Union Market in Tustin, and 
he has even more restaurants planned for 
after that. 

His ultimate goal, he says, is to make 
people happy. “Part of the reason I left 
IT was because I was gettingburnt out,” 
Chan says. “It’s an odd animal—when 
things go right, people think you’re doing 
nothing. When something breaks, people 
think it’s because you’ve been doing 
nothing the entire time. There’s very 
little human interaction, and when you 
do interact with people, they’re upset 
because something is wrong. [At the res¬ 
taurants,] I get to interact with a lot of 
people, and they always leave happy—and 
maybe a little tipsy.” 

A mong the local Asian Foodies 
who left lucrative careers to 
open a restaurant are Andy 
Nguyen and Scott Nghiem. 
They had successful streetwear busi¬ 
nesses when they started Afters Ice 
Cream, which popularized the stuffing of 
doughnuts with ice cream (see “The Ice 
Cream Men,” July 8). 

The team behind the Kroft, one of 
2014’s most-hyped openings thanks to 
its poutine focus, also left white-collar 
professional careers to start a restaurant. 
“I was a financial adviser for five years at 
John Hancock, and after that, I worked

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at another company for two and a half, 
three years doing international sales,” says 
Hugh Pham, one of the Kroft’s four found¬ 
ers. “Then the market crashed. Working 
behind a desk, you get bored. I needed 
something new.” 

Until that point, Pham and his fellow 
founders—Stephen Le, Matthew Tong 
and Nam Truong—had seen food as a 
way to experience something new and as 
a personal challenge. They had traveled 
across the world, tasting each city’s iconic 
dishes. Then they returned to Orange 
County and showcased their findings at 
family barbecues. After countless you- 
guys-could-sell-that reactions, the men 
(who still held full-time jobs) decided 
to open their own eatery, with a menu 
focused on modernized comfort food. 

The Kroft’s anchor is its poutines, the 
Canadian classic that marries fries with 
gravy and cheese curds, reinterpreted as 
everything from a burger featuring Thou¬ 
sand Island dressing to a chicken katsu 
curry adaptation. 

The reaction was immediate. Long, 
chaotic lines queued for hours in front 
of their first location. Three of the four 
founders left their full-time jobs nearly 
immediately to work 10- to 12-hour days 
at the Anaheim location. 

“It was an easy decision, but it was a 
learning experience,” Pham says. “Each 
hour of each day was a learning experience.” 

The group gradually became more 
effective. Lines, though still long, began 
moving quicker and wait times decreased. 
A second location, in Tustin’s Union 
Market, recently opened, and with things 
calming down, it freed Pham to have 
another learning experience: He has relo¬ 
cated to San Francisco for the remainder 
of this year so he can attend the San Fran¬ 
cisco Cooking School, with the intention 


of returning to create more restaurants. 

“All of us don’t have cooking back¬ 
grounds, and I wanted to do more for 
myself,” Pham says. “San Francisco is 
where it’s at for food. It’s thriving out 
here—everyone is doing innovative things. 
That’s the philosophy I want to follow.” 

T he godfather of OC’s Asian 
Foodies is undoubtedly Roy 
Choi, the Villa Park High gradu¬ 
ate whose Kogi Korean BBQ 
truck brought Korean-Mexican tacos to the 
masses in 2009. But he did that from Los 
Angeles and has built his kingdom there. 

Almost as visible is Hop Phan, the mind 
behind Dos Chinos. The 35-year-old from 
Santa Ana has appeared on television 
more than any other OC chef in recent 
memory, including the Cooking Channel’s 
Eat St.; the Food Network’s Chopped, Cut¬ 
throat Kitchen and Camp Cutthroat; and 
NBC’s Food Fighters. On the latter show, 
he faced off against a 14-year-old former 
Masterchef Junior contestant; Phan lost. 

The father of one has a food truck and 
a brick-and-mortar inside Santa Ana’s 
Fourth Street Market; he also hosts pop¬ 
up pho nights and has plans for much, 
much more. But Phan, whose family 
owned restaurants in both Vietnam and 
Orange County, didn’t start cooking until 
he was nearly out of his teens. “I was 
supposed to go into teaching, and then 
work my way up to law school, but I never 
got my teaching job,” says Phan, who 
attended UC Irvine. “When I graduated 
[in 2008], my friends were getting laid off. 
No one was hiring.” 

Phan filled his time doing odd jobs: 
working in construction, managing nail 
salons, helping his family members with 
startups and business ideas. During this 
time, he refound his love for food, visiting 
his old favorite loncheras in Los Angeles 
for chorizo tacos and happily jumping 
into the Kogi craze. 

“I tried Kogi out, and I was hooked,” 
Phan says. “They had me. I was wait¬ 
ing in line for hours for their food: Kogi, 
Komodo, NomNom—all the originals.” 

One night in 2009, just a few weeks 
after his grandmother passed away, 



























































Phan and a friend were on their way to 
a construction job when a drunk driver 
smashed into Phan’s car. “I remember 
thinking, ‘I’m goingto die,”’ Phan says. “It 
sent us on two wheels. The car was com¬ 
pletely totaled.” 

The insurance company wrote the car 
off, cutting Phan a check for $6,000 for a 
$20,000 car that he had just finished pay¬ 
ing off. “I thought, ‘Oh, man, what am I 
going to do? Buy another car just so I can 
lose some more money later?”’ 

Driven by all that had happened over 
the previous year, Phan got a 1988 Honda 
Accord from a brother-in-law and fixed it 
up into drivable condition. He spent the 
$6,000 insurance money on a food truck, 
which he operated with a cousin who had 
often accompanied him to the luxe lonch- 
eras. The pair decided to blend the foods 
they ate growing up in Santa Ana—Viet¬ 
namese, Mexican, Chinese, Korean. They 
went through a litany of names, among 
them Uppercuts and Strong Arms, until 
one day, his cousin looked at him and said, 
“Dos Chinos.” 

“It’s perfect,” Phan remembers saying. 
“Everyone was doing Korean with Mexi¬ 
can, and we loved all Asian food. Grow¬ 
ing up, people would just call us ‘ chino ’ 
[‘Chinese’ in Spanish]. It really stands for 
all Asians.” 

For the first few weeks, the truck made 
no money; for the first few months, the 
pair just didn’t sleep on Thursdays. They 
worked Thursday night into early Friday 
morning, and then prepped for Friday 
breakfast. “I said, ‘People do this, right?”’ 
Phan recalls, laughing. “‘They just don’t 
sleep for a day of the week.’” 

Phan’s cousin burned out after a few 
months, leaving Phan to run the truck on 
his own. But it wasn’t too much longer 
before Dos Chinos hit its stride, going from 
$70 days to sell-outs during art walks 
and craft shows. Phan, who had at first 
eschewed social media, finally embraced it 
and found willing throngs of diners. 

Dos Chinos’ position in OC food was 
cemented by Phan’s television appear¬ 
ances, though he initially avoided those, 
too. “I was so nervous before I went on 
Eat St.,” Phan says. “The first few times I 
went on TV, I threw up right before, but 
after Chopped, I realized it was one of the 
best times I had had in the kitchen. It was 
the same with Cutthroat. I still get ner¬ 
vous, but it’s exhilarating.” 

T he hyped food coming out of 
Chan’s, Phan’s and the Kroft’s 
kitchens wouldn’t be as popu¬ 
lar without the hype supplied 
by Orange County’s Asian Foodies, who 
mostly reside on Instagram (63K follow¬ 
ers). Three of the largest are @dailyfood- 
feed (63K followers), @foodwithmichel 
(61K followers) and @tryitordiet (5OK 
followers and run by Nguyen and Nghiem, 
whose personal followers also run in the 
tens of thousands). 

Local chefs credit such social-media 
masters for quickly popularizing their 
restaurants. “We’ve spent zero dollars on 
customer acquisition, so there’s a good 



chance that anyone who comes here 
came because someone they knew had a 
good time,” says Playground chef/owner 
Jason Quinn. “It’s a double-edged sword 
because sometimes we’ll plate a certain 
way, and a picture doesn’t get taken until 
after things get moved around, but when 
someone like KevinEats [an Asian-Ameri- 
can LA and OC food blogger] or someone 
who takes their hobby seriously comes in, 
they make a huge difference.” 

These foodies rove around Orange 
County’s most exciting eateries and food 
events, often with one another but just 
as often alone. On Labor Day, Phiphak, 
better known as @foodwithmichel, is at 
lunch at Mokkoji, a modern black-and- 
wood shabu bar in Irvine that burns its 
logo into the tofu and rotates its menu 
seasonally, with modern takes on Asian 
classics such as quinoa bibimbap. (Many 
food Instagrammers eat exceedingly 
healthy when not working. Phiphak, 
who underwent nine months of chemo 
while fighting cancer, doesn’t eat much 
red meat or sugar.) Most days, he’s the 
thin, mildly snarky manager at Honey & 
Butter, the dessert shop in Costa Mesa 
that stocks Instagram-friendly macarons 
featuring fanciful decorations. But Mon¬ 
days and evenings, Phiphak is often out 
taking photos. 

“They’re known for their thin-sliced 
beef belly,” he says, looking over Mok- 
koji’s menu. Partway through the meal, 
while talking about what his followers 
like (“Anything with Hot Cheetos or 
Nutella gets a lot of likes. If I feel like my

photos haven’t been doing well for a few 
days, I’ll just go to In-N-Out”) and don’t 
like (“Pizza does really poorly. Salads, 
too”), he comes to a moment of realiza¬ 
tion: He’s eaten all of his beef belly and 
hasn’t taken a video for Snapchat yet. He 
takes his dining companion’s half-full 
plate and fires off a quick update, then 
goes back to talking about how small the 
food community in Orange County actu¬ 
ally is. 

Phiphak had run into Nghiem and 
Nguyen while at the grand opening of the 
Chino Hills location of Afters Ice Cream. 
He met Chan while planning a visit to one 
of his restaurants, and he and Edmond 
Cartojano (@dailyfoodfeed) met at the 
Orange County Night Market, an open-air 
food bazaar modeled on the street life in 
Asian metropolises. There, Cartojano also 
met Chan, Nguyen, Nghiem and several of 
the people behind Santa Ana-based Food- 
beast, a food version of Buzzfeed (Weekly 
contributor Charisma Madarang had long 
been its editor). 

After lunch, Phiphak heads to Afters 
Ice Cream in Tustin to take pictures of 
its signature Milky Buns in preparation 



for a Long Beach opening. It’s an unex¬ 
pectedly long two-hour shoot, as he goes 
through a dozen of the ice cream-stuffed 
doughnuts, freezing them as cold as pos¬ 
sible to keep the ice cream from melting 
while he holds a tower of four in front 
of a white sheet that he carries with him 
to shoots. 

“I think my experience is actually a 
little different because my Instagram 
account was a personal account first,” 
Phiphak says. “I noticed it was my food 
photos that were the most popular, so I 
wanted to see how far it could go.” 


he Asian foodie isn’t unique 
to Orange County, of course. 
The majority of food bloggers 
in the Southland are Asian- 
Americans. As a whole, Asian-Americans 
spend 17 percent more of their income 
on eating out than the rest of the United 
States, according to a 2014 survey by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. But nowhere 
else in the country do they make as much 
of an impact when it comes to the food 
everyone eats. Even Halal Guys, the 
iconic New York food stand, is coming 
to Orange County thanks to an Asian- 
American franchisee. 

Popular theories include the traditional 
importance of food in family and culture, 
food as a way of conspicuous consump¬ 
tion, food as competition, and food as 
a way of communication for a largely 
second-generation immigrant community. 
They all have some basis in reality. 

“Food became a part of my life for two 
reasons,” says Afters’ Nguyen. “My sister 
is the chef of our family. She was the one 
to introduce me to a lot of different foods. 

... And with the IMKing Team [his previ¬ 
ous streetwear line], we were always fig¬ 
uring out where to eat, so I got really into 
Yelp. It was a way to bond with my sister 
and became a fun game for me.” 

“I think a lot of people want to live 
vicariously through Instagram and food,” 
Cartojano says. “They look at the picture, 
and it’s like they’re there.” 

Phan asks, “Isn’t food a big part of all 
Vietnamese and Asian families? Food 


defines who you are as a family. Some do 
their food a little sweeter, some saltier, 
some greasier.” 

“It was a way for us to spend money to 
really experience new things,” Pham says. 
“And then it became a challenge for us to 
do better.” 

“It was a big part of my life growing 
up,” Chan says. “My first food memory 
is honestly me folding dumplings with 
my mom.” 

There are other ideas and theories, 
of course. Asian-Americans are over¬ 
represented among Yelp users, who drive 
modern-day restaurant buzz. They are 
better wired than other ethnicities and 
more apt to support their own. Food is a 
universal way of communication, under¬ 
standable no matter how little language 
parents and their children may share. And 
then there’s the fact that food is where 
Asian-Americans have the most celebri¬ 
ties—their David Changs and Roy Chois 
and Eddie Huangs. 

What’s certain, though, is that the 
partnerships built through the network of 
Instagrammers, chefs, developers and eat¬ 
ers has made Orange County’s food scene 
better, livelier. 

Phan is developing a project in 
Irvine that’ll feature the Afters guys. 
They and Chan are also working on a 
few ideas. 

“I just want to inject as much fun into 
Orange County as possible,” he says, 
laughing. “Stuff as many faces as I can.”

SPAM-a-Lot 


Musubiya Balls & Burgers is the first local restaurant to embrace musubi

T here’s no better application for 
SPAM®—Hormel’s infamous 
canned, luncheon-meat prod¬ 
uct—than in musubi. Slice off a 
thick section, sear it on a skillet, then lay it 
over a platform of sticky rice with a belt of 
seaweed tied around it, and you get a pair¬ 
ing that’s better than milk and cookies. A 
proper SPAM® musubi can be had at any 
Hawaiian BBQ worth its soy sauce, but at 
the new Musubiya Balls & Burgers, it’s the 
basis of an entire restaurant concept. 

When you order one here, you find 
out the SPAM® musubi is actually unlike 
the others offered on the menu. First, it’s 
the only one that resembles an oversized 
piece of sushi, with the meat on the out¬ 
side of the rice. The rest of Musubiya’s 
musubis are hand-molded into triangular 
shapes, stuffed with all manner of fillings 
and cradled with a single sheet of nori. 
Mitsuwa, Marukai and Cream Pan call 
these kinds of rice balls by another name: 
onigiris. But they regard them as little 
more than afterthoughts. At Musubiya, 
musubis get top billing. 

Ask for one, and the staff twentysome¬ 
thing female staff dons plastic gloves to 
sculpt warm rice into two halves of an 
equilateral triangle as if it were Play- 
Doh, tucking in your chosen filling. Since 
you’re going to need at least two musubis 
to get full, the eatery offers a combo in 
which a bowl of miso soup is discounted 
for every pair of musubis you buy. And if 
you order your musubis to-go, they’ll be 
wrapped with the seaweed still sealed in 
plastic to preserve its crispness, and you’ll 
be instructed on how to unsheath them 
at home. 

It’s best, however, to eat the musubis 
as soon as they’re made. This is espe¬ 
cially true if you opt for the salmon-skin 
musubi, the best one of all. It’s packed 
with plenty of crispy, salty sea chichar- 
rones akin to the ones you had on a sushi- 
bar salmon-skin roll, but even better. 
Musubiya’s staff dusts the outside of the 
rice with a flurry of furikake seasoning. 
And it’s this seasoning—with the bright¬ 
ness of yuzu balancing the salmon’s fishi¬ 
ness—that makes you realize immediately 
as you finish one that you need another. 

As perfect as the salmon-skin musubi is, 
it’s not the most popular variation on the 
menu. A Top 5 list scribbled with a neon 
marker and surrounded by blinking lights 
indicates the one with sukiyaki-style beef 
called “Lotta Bull” is the most sought- 
after. It’s indeed very good, filling and 
rich, even if the heat and juice from the 
shreds of beef that taste similar to Yoshi- 
noya’s ultimately undermine the rice ball’s 
structural integrity. Still, you want it if

you’re hungry, not the miso-cooked-egg¬ 
plant or the pickled-cucumber musubi, 
both of which always leave me unsatisfied. 

I’ve also discovered that if you want a 
musubi with chicken, the curry chicken— 
with whole morsels of meat simmered in 
Japanese curry—is more intriguing than 
the plain-tasting ground chicken. But 
perhaps the plainness of the latter and the 
ordinariness of the salmon-meat musubi 
are by design. Musubiya encourages you 
to doll them up with dabs of sauce from 
a crowded collection of condiments—an 
orgy of squirt bottles that includes Srira- 
cha mustard, wasabi mayo and a home¬ 
made spicy green salsa I initially mistook 
for Peruvian aji. 

The restaurant—which has a doe-eyed 
anime wench as a mascot—also makes a 
version of a ramen burger served with 
a knife and fork as tacit admission they 
don’t expect you to pick up the greasy, 
pan-fried ramen discs with your hands. A 
better way to have the burger is actually as 
a sort of loco moco, with a sunny-side-up 
egg and rice instead of the ramen. Its half- 
pound burger patty is, in fact, a bona-fide 
Japanese-style Hamburg steak shellacked 


in teriyaki, which goes best with rice but 
also an included potato salad prepared in 
the classic Japanese style with egg, onion 
and a subtle touch of mayo. 

If the musubis aren’t substantial 
enough for you, they serve an unreason¬ 
able, sink-sized bowl of rice smothered 
with a curry full of potatoes, carrots and 
hunks of stringy beef for about the same 
price as the ramen burger. I’ve not yet 
been able to finish one unassisted. Also 
just as hefty: the pork-belly ramen burger 
that’s not a burger at all, but pork cubes 
in a homey, sweet stew akin to Filipino 
adobo. If I’m not mistaken, they use the 
same meat to fill the pork-belly musubis. 
But since it doesn’t quite measure up 
against the one made with plain SPAM®, 
it proves that with musubis—and maybe 
only musubis—you’re actually better off 
with Hormel than homemade.

O h, how we at this infernal rag love 
Soho Taco—no need to explain the 
worth of its product, since we've written 
about the tacos and food truck many 
times over the years, calling it the co-best 
restaurant in OC in 2011, makers of our 
favorite dish in Orange County in 2012, 
and blogging about it probably more in 
thattime than any OC subject not named 
Tony Rackauckas. We love Soho so much 
that when it came time to celebrate our 
20th anniversary last week, we had Soho 
cater the party—about 40 alumni, which 
is a small party for the family-owned 
company, given its bread-and-butter is 
weddings. It's not a cheap proposition— 
there's a reason why we also called Soho 
the Best Restaurant When Someone Else 
Is Paying some years back—but in the 
world of catering, it remains a bargain 
and is JUST FUCKING AWESOME AND 
YUMMY.... MMM... SOHO TACOS... 

So what can you expect with a Soho 
taquiza (the Mexican Spanish term for 
a taco catering)? First, drop my name: 
that'll tell chef Gabe Zambrano and his 
cooks you know what's up, and they'll 
open up the secret menu (more on that 
in a bit). Tell the Zambrano family how 
many people, what dates, and whether 
you want Jarritos or other such drinks; 
they'll give you a range of options, from 
handmade tortillas to awesome carne 
asada to luscious shrimp to one of the 
better veggie tacos in the county. Agree 
to the price, and they're off. Two guys or 
girls will show up and set up the grill; in 
some cases, they've actually climbed it 
up stairs, so committed they are to the 
customer! Then listen to your guests 
rave about the food for weeks to come. 

It's been awesome to see Soho 
explode from just a solitary cart to an 
empire that frequently caters 18 events 
in one weekend, including the parties 
of Hollywood stars (the only one I can 
share: Edward James Olmos). Oh, as for 
the secret menu? It can be anything from 
a special meat cut to an insane taco 
called a queko whose "tortilla" is cheese 
melted on the spot. What the hell are you 
waiting for? Call today!

No Course Credit 


The Intern works hard to be with it, but De Niro’s hardly working

S ome veteran filmmakers try to 
capture the younger generation 
and fail to get it right, coming up 
with characters and faux with- 
it dialogue that invite lots of “Oh, Mom!” 
eye-rolling. That’s not the problem with 
writer/director Nancy Meyers’ The Intern, 
in which retiree Robert De Niro finds 
meaning in life—and brings lots of twin- 
kly-gruff inspiration to others—by taking 
an internship at a Brooklyn-based online 
clothing company run by ambitious yet 
dippy businesswoman Anne Hathaway. 

It’s easy enough to live with Meyers’ 
characterization of young professional 
Brooklynites—the men in baggy tees 
topped with plaid shirts that substitute 
for superhero capes, the women in short, 
peppy skirts and flats—all camped out in a 
massive Red Hook office space expensively 
remodeled to resemble an old printing 
press. (Because guess what? It used to be 
one.) What’s harder to buy is Meyers’ char¬ 
acterization of older people—specifically 
De Niro’s Ben, who spent some 40 years 
as a manager of a company that, in olden 
days, printed phone books and who has, at 
age 70, somehow amassed enough wealth 
for a cozy New York retirement in which 
he never has to think about money at all. In 
fact, the only thing he has to worry about 
is boredom. From my lips to God’s ears! 
Please let this be me in 20 years. 

Wanting more out of life than this 
highly fictional, super-chill retiree expe¬ 


rience, Ben applies for—and gets—a 
“senior” internship at the crazily success¬ 
ful company founded by go-getter Jules 
(Hathaway). She’s the kind of boss who’s 
glad to do stuff such as take a turn at man¬ 
ning the customer-service desk, and she 
rides around the cavernous office space, 
adorably, on a bicycle. No wonder her 
employees love to love-hate her. 

Ben quickly makes himself indispens¬ 
able, doling out sensible advice, business- 
y and otherwise, to the young’uns. He 
also wears a suit, which they love—in one 
of the movie’s best scenes, he gives style 
tips to a young worker (Peter Vack) who’s 
nervous when he discovers he might be 
hand-delivering an order to Jay Z. At first, 
Jules is wary of Ben—he’s too “obser¬ 
vant,” she tells her second-in-command 
(Andrew Rannells) via youth’s com¬ 
munication medium of choice, the text 
message. (Meyers! So with it.) She’s also 
feeling vulnerable because her investors 
are pushing her to hire an actual, experi¬ 
enced CEO. As if that weren’t enough, her 
seemingly awesome but also undeniably 
emasculated stay-at-home-dad husband 
(Anders Holm) may not be staying at 
home as much as she thinks. 

There’s a lot going on in The Intern, but 
all you have to know, really, is that Ben is 
rock-solid and Jules is a winsome puddle 
of insecurity and awesomeness. It’s aston¬ 
ishing to realize that De Niro is just as 
capable as any other actor of slouching 


through a film as though a lump of mold 
making its way down a tree limb. It’s as if 
he’s trying to keep all traces of actual per¬ 
sonality or verve under wraps. 

De Niro’s lifelessness may not really be 
his fault. Meyers has built a career out of 
making zeitgeist-straddling movies ( Some¬ 
thing’s Gotta Give, What Women Want) 
that, as with Winston Churchill with his 
martini, merely bow in the direction of 
France instead of adding actual vermouth: 
She serves up the promised main ingredi¬ 
ent, but the subtler, more probing notes are 
always missing. The Intern makes a show 
of digging into of-the-moment issues: the 
idea of women in positions of power being 
resented by their partners, their friends, 
everybody; the need for “older” people— 
who, today, are younger than ever—to feel 
needed and wanted in society. But the 
spongy subtext of this and every Meyers 
movie is “We’re being serious, but we’re 
also being FUN!” No viewer must ever be 
made to think too much, feel too much or 
be left out. She doesn’t so much tell a story 
as lead a team-building exercise. 

Hathaway, unfortunately, fits right into 
the plan. One minute, Jules is the upbeat, 
fireball company owner: She can bring 
home the bacon, fry it up in the pan! But 
apparently, in the context of her achieve¬ 
ments, her husband sometimes forgets 
he’s a man —her man, that is. (Meyers, 
to her credit, doesn’t blame Jules for his 
waywardness, but hubby is so agreeably 


bland at home that it’s almost a relief to 
learn he actually has a sex drive.) 

When the truth hits Jules, the Fantine 
tears start spilling. Hathaway can be a 
lovely screen presence, but more directors 
need to rein in the too-muchness of her. 

She has the long-legged gait and glinty 
saucer eyes of a cartoon deer—but with all 
those nerve endings so close to the surface, 
she needs to be soothed into laughing 
things off, not startling at every noise in the 
forest. At one point, Ben, having become 
Jules’ de facto personal driver, drops her 
at her gorgeous yet aggressively humble 
Park Slope brownstone, long after dark, 
where her husband and cheerful moppet 
of a daughter await. “I love this house,” she 
says. “It just looks happy to me.” 

It’s happy, all right—for the record, prob¬ 
ably about $3.8 million worth of happy. But 
still, Jules has her problems, just like you 
and me, and in this moment, she’s so over¬ 
come with wonder at her sweet little spot 
of real estate it’s a marvel the waterworks 
don’t start spurting right then and there. 
She loves her life, but it’s hard. Because 
whose isn’t? The Intern has its finger on 
the pulse of young and old today. The 
heartbeat is the thing it fails to detect.

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OPENING 

THE GREEN INFERNO The Green 
Inferno arrives in theaters two years 
after making the festival rounds and a 
full eight since Hostel: Part II doubled 
down on everything that made writer/ 
director Eli Roth stand out in the first 
place, giving devotees and doubters 
alike ample time to brace for this foray 
into a remote jungle in which meat is 
very much on the menu. Though that 
won't make Roth's affinity for ghoulish 
dismemberment any easier for squea¬ 
mish viewers to stomach, the fact that 
his sensibilities are better suited to 
comedy than they are to horror does help 
it go down more easily. Funnier than it is 
scary and grosser than it is funny, The 
Green Inferno features a number of early 
scenes that would appear to be setting 
us up for a slacker comedy. Wide-eyed 
freshman Justine (Lorenza Izzo, to whom 
Roth was married last year) halfheartedly 


joins a campus activist group whose cur¬ 
rent mission is to descend upon Peru and 
save the rainforest. A characteristically 
cruel irony awaits: A plane crash strands 
them in the same wilderness they've 
just chained themselves to bulldozers to 
save. They're not alone, of course. Roth 
practically dares us to form any attach¬ 
ment to these people—that way we don't 
particularly mind when Justine's friends 
start getting ripped apart by the natives. 
Roth draws inspiration from Ruggero 
Deodato's infamous Cannibal Holocaust, 
amplifying that exploitation flick's least 
interesting components (gore, cruelty) at 
the expense of all others. The more bru¬ 
tal this becomes, the less anything other 
than blood and guts seems to matter. 

Just because watching every gory detail 
of a man getting torn limb from limb turns 
the stomach doesn't mean it quickens 
the pulse. (R) Michael Nordine

ONGOING 

BLACK MASS Boston crime king Whitey 
Bulger rides again, onscreen at least, 
in Scott Cooper's ambitious and engag¬ 
ing Black Mass, where he's played by 
Johnny Depp, in a fake bald pate. The 
elaborate makeup job is a problem: Depp 
might have been better off just channel¬ 
ing Whitey from deep within—it's almost 
as if the radiation beams he's trying to 
send out can't penetrate all that latex. 

But Black Mass is a tightly wound piece 
of work, and Cooper (Crazy Heart, Out of 
the Furnace) keeps its many small parts 
moving with ease. He's skillful at merging 
telling, minute details with bigger, looping 
schemes. We see Whitey sitting down to 
play cards, circa the mid-Seventies, with 
his senior-citizen mom and working his 
treacherous wiles on one of his child¬ 
hood pals, now grown up to be FBI agent 
John Connolly (Joel Edgerton, who plays 
his character as likable, believable, and 
just slightly pitiable). Bulger's is a horrible 
and brutal story, and Black Mass never 
shrinks from it. Most of the violence 
occurs off-camera, but you wouldn't call 
the film tasteful: The sound of a young 
prostitute (Juno Temple) gasping for 
breath as Bulger squeezes the life out 
of her is harrowing. The cast is almost 
uniformly terrific. The now-playing- 
everywhere Dakota Johnson appears in 
a small role as the mother of Whitey's 
young son: There's a sweet but flinty 
pensiveness about her, particularly when 
she lashes out as her sometime partner 
lectures her about her manner of deal¬ 
ing with a tragedy that has shaken them 
both. (It's telling that of all the players in 
this vicious, sorry tale, only a woman has 
the nuts to stand up to this snake.) (R)

COMING HOME The whole point of 
melodrama—its allure and its danger, 
especially for those whose job is not just 
to watch movies, but to scrutinize them— 
is to make us surrender. Zhang Yimou's 
Coming Home is pure melodrama, with 
all the unfiltered feeling that promises. 
The story opens in the early-to-mid- 
1970s, near the tail end of the Cultural 
Revolution. Political prisoner Lu (Chen 
Daoming) escapes and tries to make his 
way home to his wife, Feng (the marvel¬ 
ous Gong Li), and teenage daughter Dan 
Dan (Zhang Huiwen), who was a toddler 
when he was taken away. The authorities 
have told both Feng and Dan Dan about 
the escape, urging them to report back 
if Lu tries to contact them. Feng is loyal; 
Dan Dan, an aspiring ballerina hoping to 
curry favor with state officials, betrays 
her father to the authorities. As he's 
being taken away, Feng falls and suffers 
a head injury. Three years later, at the 
end of Mao's decade-long purge, Lu is 
released—only to discover that Feng no 
longer recognizes him. Coming Home 
comes together with soft, stippled brush¬ 
strokes. The movie's delicate surprises 
take shape in the ways Lu reconnects 
with his wife, and in how he makes 
peace with Dan Dan, whose actions 
have driven her and her mother apart. 
Cinematographer Zhao Xiaoding extends 
that gossamer touch to the look of the 
film. Gong and Chen give performances 
that feel lived in, like clothes whose very 
threads have become attuned to the 
shape and movement of the wearer. I'm 
unembarrassed about giving in to Coming 
Home. Why else go to the movies? (PG-

EAST SIDE SUSHI The middle of the 
night is the start of the workday for single 
mother Juana Martinez (Diana Elizabeth 
Torres), who helps her father, Apa 
(Rodrigo Duarte Clark), with his roadside 
fruit cart in East Oakland, California. 
Writer/director Anthony Lucero details 
the exhaustion and tedium in East Side 
Sushi, following Apa and Juana as 
they bring her sleeping daughter Lydia 
(Kaya Jade Aguirre) along for early- 
morning food prep before dropping her 
at elementary school. In addition to the 
cart, they work shifts at second jobs. 
Lucero presents this typical day with a 
matter-of-factness that shows Juana's 
frustration at the long hours in jobs that 
don't tap her intelligence or creativity, 
but he also demonstrates her pride in 
her work. It's only when Juana joins the 
kitchen staff at a Japanese restaurant 
that she begins to see new possibilities. 
East Side Sushi captures the grind and 
pleasure of the food industry as Juana 
shifts from numbing routine to a challeng¬ 
ing cuisine. She emulates calm, assured 
sushi chef Aki (Yutaka Takeuchi), who 
encourages her to experience new tastes 
at employee family meals. Her Mexican 
father may wish that she'd work at a 
taqueria, but now Juana dreams only of 
sushi. This lovely debut film contains all 
the ingredients of a culture-clash drama, 
which Lucero handles with a light touch. 
Juana may flout tradition by wanting to 
move from the back of the house to the 
front sushi counter, but she respects the 
discipline and artistry of her chosen fare.

MISSION IMPOSSIBLE: ROGUE 
NATION Mission: Impossible is Tom 
Cruise's blockbuster plaything, a toy 
chest he offers to directors who catch 
his eye. Cruise used it to resurrect Brian 
De Palma, capitalize on John Woo, tran¬ 
sition J.J. Abrams from TV to film, and 
shift Brad Bird from pixels to a real man. 
Cruise allowed each helmerto adapt his 
own Ethan Hunt. To De Palma, Hunt was 
a whizkid. For Woo, a horndog. Abrams: a 
husband. Bird: a cartoon. Cruise—not his 
character—is the only constant, plus his 
returning bros Ving Rhames and Simon 
Pegg and whatever new leggy, long¬ 
haired brunette chooses to accept. (This 
time it's newcomer Rebecca Ferguson, 
and boy are we lucky to have her.) Here, 
Ethan Hunt is a cousin of Jack Reacher — 
the first film where Christopher 
McQuarrie directed Cruise—only without 
the quips. McQuarrie, writer of The Usual 
Suspects, gives Rogue Nation a suspi¬ 
cious street smarts. People don't just 
plan—they double- and triple-think the 
enemy, not that the plot matters more 
than a mousetrap. McQuarrie loves blun¬ 
dering into a brawl, but he's too twitchy 
to shoot great action. One spinning 
motorcycle stunt would have killed if he'd 
pulled back so we could actually see it. 
Strapping Cruise to an airplane is a zippy 
idea, yet in execution, I found myself dis¬ 
tracted by how the wind flattened his hair 
to his forehead like a sweaty preacher's 
toupee. Better is a simple, circus-act 
move where Cruise monkeys up a pole 
doing what I can only describe as hori¬ 
zontal crunches. (He'd make a mint in 
Magic Mike 3.) There's also a fine car 
chase and motorcycle dash that combine 
everything Cruise does well: insane phys¬ 
ics, credible danger, and human fragility.

PAWN SACRIFICE The hardest type of 
guy for an actor to play is one without 
charisma. That's the challenge faced 
by Tobey Maguire in Edward Zwick's 
Pawn Sacrifice, which tells the story of 
Cold War-era chess champ and totally 
strange human being Bobby Fischer. 

He's good at it—maybe too good. In 
the opening scene, racked by paranoia 
in the moments before he's set to face 
Boris Spassky in game two of the 1972 
World Chess Championship in Reykjavik, 
Fischer tears apart his hotel room, 
searching for surveillance equipment. 

His eyes are as wild as the knit-in zigs 
and zags of his Seventies-style patterned 
sweater. Maguire makes us believe in 
Fischer's tortured soul—the problem is 
that with his quivering lips and jittery 
brain waves, he can't quite hold the 
screen. And whenever Liev Schreiber, 
as Spassky, comes strolling into the 
frame, all hope is lost. Maguire may be 
the lead, but Schreiber takes his queen 
every time. Even so, Pawn Sacrifice 
clicks along with crisp efficiency. Zwick, 
the director behind movies like Glory 
and Blood Diamond, is old-school in his 
attention to craftsmanship, alive to tell¬ 
ing details. Best is the finale, in which 
Fischer, almost miraculously, puts his 
neuroses to work in a set of moves that 
wins him the championship, seemingly 
against all odds. Zwick finds smart ways 
to locate the dynamism in a very subtle 
game. Pawn Sacrifice turns the clock 
back to a time when the country, and 
the world, could see the infinite colors 
in a game played out in black-and-white.

SICARIO In the last three years, Mexico's 
murder rate has plummeted by a third. 
Alas, Denis Villeneuve's Sicario will give 
travel agents a headache. When naive 
FBI agent Kate (Emily Blunt) crosses the 
border, her companion Alejandro (Benicio 
Del Toro) growls, "Welcome to Juarez." 
And how. Headless corpses dangle from 
highway overpasses; missing-person 
posters line the streets; machine guns 
shoot up traffic. From the sun-bleached 
shock-and-awe desert cinematography 
of an opening attack in Arizona, Sicario' s 
point is clear: Our latest murky war is 
close to home. Both Villeneuve and his 
leading lady artlessly prosecute the 
cartels. Against the advice of world-wise 
Alejandro and his flippant partner Matt 
(Josh Brolin), she charges into crime 
scenes, eager to book gangsters for any 
petty crime. The filmmaker signs the 
indictment with blood, inserting montages 
of actual corpses and literally wallpaper¬ 
ing a safe house with Mexican dead. 
Effective, yes. But Villeneuve's voiceless 
victims begin to smell, especially when 
the film isn't much interested in them 
while alive, save for a Sonoran cop who 
spends most of Sicario in what may as 
well be a separate movie. Screenwriter 
Taylor Sheridan views Mexico with a 
dystopian cynicism; its citizens can't 
save themselves, and foreigners make 
things worse. I left the film sickened and 
scrambled, much as I did Villeneuve's 
previous films Prisoners and the double- 
Gyllenhaal head-scratcher Enemy. 
Villeneuve's proven he's got a strong 
punch. The trouble is, he barely aims. 
With Blunt sidelined as the film's angry, 
clumsy conscience, it's left to Del Toro to 
rescue us with campy humor, at one point 
torturing a druglord with a wet willie. (R)

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There’s Nothing 
Happening Here 

Laguna’s Hippie Mafia inspired a book and an art show at Coastline. Stick with the book

R eading a book and “reading” a 
piece of art may seem similar— 
both involve the intricacies of 
interpretation, for example. But 
books lay out their information to enter¬ 
tain and inform, have to grab the reader’s 
attention and hold it enough to get them 
through 300 or so pages. If the writer 
stumbles in delivering his or her vision, an 
editor will step in and clean house. Visual 
art, on the other hand, doesn’t give a damn 
if you understand it or not. This is why 
books rarely inspire art exhibitions. 

Curator Bolton Colburn’s intriguing 
“Orange Sunshine and the Mystic Artists: 
1967-1970” came into being after Colburn 
read OC Weekly managing editor Nick 
Schou’s enthralling Orange Sunshine: 

The Brotherhood of Eternal Love and Its 
Quest to Spread Peace, Love, and Acid to 
the World. The book details the true story 
of a Laguna Beach collective’s mission¬ 
ary zeal for psychedelics and its aim for 
an LSD-enhanced spiritual and political 
renaissance during the 1960s before being 
derailed by the U.S. government and the 
group’s own internal dynamics. 

Colburn’s guest exhibition at Coastline 
Art Gallery narrows the scope of that 
epic story down to one small part: works 
displayed at the art commune/front for 
drug sales, Mystic Arts World. For obvi¬ 
ous reasons, art done under the influence 
is always a mixed bag, and wandering 
through the gallery won’t disabuse you of 
that idea. In fact, some of the best, least- 
dated work is what can’t specifically be 
pigeonholed as drug-inspired. 

It starts with ephemera: An entire side 
of the gallery is full of sketches, hand- 
drawn posters for “happenings” (an impro¬ 
vised, audience-immersive event with 
music, drugs and performance art), many 
of them referencing Jesus Christ or vari¬ 
ous religious figures. While the detail in 
the work of people such as Steve Kensrue 
(Art Gallery Meditation Room and Easter 
Week fliers) is admirable for its quality, I’d 
say all of this qualifies more as historical 
detritus than artistic brilliance, the Jesus- 
hippie hokum a hallucinatory precursor to 
the onslaught of religious fanatics heading 
OC’s way via Chuck Smith and his Calvary 
Chapel “Jesus People.” 

The middle section of the show 
attempts to paint the ensuing chemical 
chaos, but I’m hard-pressed to see Isaac 
Abrams ’A Bad Trip as anything but the 
opposite, with its rich colors and swirling 
shapes. There may be faces in it mildly 
reminiscent of Close Encounters of the

Third Kind’s aliens, but there’s noth¬ 
ing overtly dark or alarming. It may be 
Abrams’ point that there is no such thing as 
a bad trip, but it’s unclear. Beth Pewther’s 
mixed media “Yes Lord In 3 Aspects,” her 
messy, seven-paneled painting of angels 
and surfers and Adam and Eve and water 
turning to apocalyptic fire and LAPD 
brutality protests and meditating men in 
yoga positions is another fine example of 
the overall lack of clarity: It feels as if it’s 
the ramblings of a schizophrenic religious 
nut. The weird blend of religious politics 
and visionary art style makes more sense 
in Body of Christ, Body of Man, with her 


crucified Christ on fire, his body a collage 
of soldiers, men, women and children (as 
well as an ill-placed clown). 

I liked Roger Armstrong’s The Day 
of the Generals, but we’ve seen versions 
of monstrous warmongers before and 
since. As with Pewther, his second paint¬ 
ing works better: The Beast of Vietnam 
has targets for eyes, a hand nailed to the 
ground (one assumes the nearby hammer 
was used), the colors around it fiery and 
nauseating, reminiscent of Ralph Stead¬ 
man’s jittery aesthetic. Paul Darrow’s 
spectacular Omniscience is an abstract 
rendering of a nuclear explosion evis¬ 
cerating the Earth below it, the flesh and 
blood of the planet violently rendered and 
streaked across the canvas. 

The third section of the gallery—assem¬ 
blages (including some by Darrow), 
acrylic-on-paper landscapes, sculptures and 
ceramics—feels more contemporary: Robert 
“Jocko” Johnson’s carved-ironwood tear¬ 
drops become marijuana pipes with a sim¬ 
ple twist; his Chair is all sleek and smooth 
ergonomics, before the word became a 
marketing gimmick. Gerd Stern’s mixed 
media includes an oval in the shape of a 
mirror, “reflecting” back a word collage, all 
indicating forward-thinking and positivity. 
And Jane Callender offers an energetically 
crude portrait of controversial local Beat 
coffeehouse Cafe Frankenstein, the musical 
and artistic precursor to Mystic Arts World, 
which deserves its own gallery exhibition. 

In the end, however, much of the art 
here isn’t very good or even worthy of 
remembrance, dismissible as nothing more 
than a narcissistic vision by naive manques 
wholly incapable of creating the world they 
wished for. My own experiences with LSD 
were revelatory, but only to me, and as with 
the artists here, I’m unable to fully describe 
even what those revelations were. They’re 
intense, too personal and sound ridiculous 
to anyone who a) hasn’t taken acid and b) 
isn’t the person that took the drug. The 
exhibition is like that wide-eyed, pharma¬ 
ceutical-train-wreck friend cornering you 
at a party: He doesn’t get that his spiritual 
consciousness is his alone or that the wide 
eyes and “spiritual” debate doesn’t make 
any sense outside of the tiny little universe 
of his own tripping brain cells.

Chelsea Jane of Paper Crane Studio 


S pending the early portion of 
your career at a tattoo shop 
down the street from where 
Bert Grimm’s once stood in 
Long Beach is a daunting proposition for 
even the saltiest pro. If you do well, you’ll 
immediately become a staple in a historic 
tattooing scene. If you don’t, it’s a sizable 
mark against you. Chelsea Jane took that 
risk, working out of Paper Crane Studio, 
and so far, it’s paying off. 

“It’s awesome to tattoo here, like a 
dream come true,” Jane says. “It’s so dif¬ 
ficult to open a shop in your hometown. 

I remember walking up and down this 
street. My dad was all tattooed, and he 
used to take me to the barbecues they’d 
have at Bert Grimm’s.” 

Her tattooed parents weren’t alone in 
convincing her to get into ink slinging 
for a living. Jane met American Beauty 
Tattoo’s James Real while at Long Beach 
City College; she started as a shop helper 
before becoming an apprentice. “I cleaned 
the shop and worked on drawing for 
about two years before I did my first 
real tattoo on James,” Jane says. “It was 
all older dudes and a really old-school 
apprenticeship, which made it interest¬ 
ing and tough. I worked my ass off, and I 
hated it, but I didn’t just learn to tattoo—I 
learned to work through adversity.” 

Just seven years later, Jane has estab¬ 
lished herself as a formidable talent in the 
local scene. While she does the traditional 
style that the Pike initially made famous, 
a quick glance through Jane’s portfolio 
shows a variety of owls, cats and several 
other designs, many using pastel colors 
and a general gentleness you don’t nor¬ 
mally see in the bold-lined tattoos. “I love 
traditional tattoos,” Jane says. “I think my 
style is maybe a little more new or femi-

nine or whimsical than a lot of traditional 
tattoos. I’m still exploring my own style.” 

Her style isn’t the only thing Jane is 
looking forward to exploring; she is hit¬ 
ting the road for some conventions and 
guest spots. While Jane will meet tattoo- 
ers from all over the world, she’s already 
pretty good at connecting with fellow 
artists and clients via social media. “Ever 
since I started, it’s a lot easier to connect 
with like-minded people who want to get 
the kinds of tattoos that I want to do,” 
Jane says. “I get to know people from 
Instagram, and they get to know me. Ideas 
move around so fast these days I think 
people are willing to take risks and try 
new things now.” 

As with most artists in the industry, 
Jane spends much of her time in the pres¬ 
ent and looking toward the future, but 
there are still old tattoos that invade her 
nightmares from time to time. It comes 
with the territory when you’re your own 
harshest critic. “I had someone say to me 
when I was first starting out that there 
would be tattoos that would haunt me,” 
Jane says. “It’s an adventure every time. I 
think if you don’t look back and see things 
you would change in older tattoos, you’re 
not getting better.”

Punk Rock Boat Party 

Turning up the volume just right for Hi-Fi Rock Fest

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T hough they’d worked together 
from a producer-label stand¬ 
point, D.O’B. Sound Studios 
owner and veteran drummer/ 
producer Derek O’Brien and DC-Jam 
Records owner Darron Hemann wanted 
to collaborate on something larger. The 
duo saw the way the business was chang¬ 
ing and how their individual finances 
were affected; they decided that concert 
promotion was the key. 

“When you do something for so long, 
you get bored sometimes and want to 
change,” Hemann says. 

O’Brien and Hemann would see each 
other in Las Vegas at the annual Punk Rock 
Bowling & Music Festival, where, nearly 
three years ago, O’Brien tossed out the idea 
of he and Hemann putting on a festival of 
their own. At first, Hemann thought it was 
a great idea, but once they started to figure 
out the concept, Hi-Fi Rock Fest came 
together quickly. 

Setting their sights on the West Coast, 
they narrowed down their options— 
among them Phoenix and Los Angeles- 
before deciding on Long Beach. As the 
event started to form, Hemann called 
his friend Dave Buck of Dying Scene and 
asked for his help. 


At this year’s Punk Rock Bowling & 
Music Festival, the trio took a slew of meet¬ 
ings in the hopes of hitting their target of a 
late September date. With only five months 
to launch, the trio moved at a blistering 
pace. Punk Rock Bowling also served as a 
good barometer for the trio of how a suc¬ 
cessful music festival can function. They 
also saw the success of festivals such as 
Riot Fest to help avoid potential pitfalls. 

“We weren’t sure initially how much 
we wanted to bite off,” Hemann says. “We 
ultimately decided that we could pull this 
event off and do a good job with it.” 

That’s not to say there weren’t problems. 
Hi-Fi Rock Fest was supposed to take 
place at Rainbow Lagoon Park, but the city 
stepped in and denied the event applica¬ 
tion, causing a logistical headache. But it 
was soon moved to the Queen Mary. “We 
already paid the bands’ deposits and were a 
long way down the road already,” Hemann 
says. “It turned out [the city] didn’t want 
us to hold it at that particular location 
because, I assume, Punk Rock Picnic had 
some issues at the location right near there, 
and they were worried about noise.” 

The booking process also took longer 
than anticipated. The partners thought 
they could go in and snare the bands they 


wanted right away, but there were pric¬ 
ing and scheduling concerns. The trio 
saw two headliners and one co-headliner 
drop out before booking the Dead Ken- 
nedys as the main attraction. O’Brien, 
Hemann and Buck aren’t the only ones 
excited about Hi-Fi Rock Fest, their 
headliner is as well. Having played Ink-N- 
Iron at the Queen Mary a few years ago, 
Dead Kennedys bassist Klaus Flouride 
says it’s the perfect location for such an 
event. “The location was great and laid 
out pretty well,” he recalls. “It’s the per¬ 
fect size in that it’s a lot of people, but at 
the same time, you’re not standing a half 
mile back watching a diamond screen 
instead of the band.” 

Flouride is also excited by the lineup— 
one band in particular. “You’ve got the 
Sonics in the lineup, and that alone would 
get me there,” he says. “Once we saw they 
were playing, we didn’t have to hesitate to 
line up to do it. I do like the spectrum of 
the bands that are playing.... We like that 
this has a lot of variety.” 

The same holds true for LA’s True 
Rivals. “The majority of the shows we 
play are in clubs with just one cool band,” 
guitarist Kevin Besignano says. “This is 
one that’s outside, with five or six bands 


that we actually love and people that we 
know. It’s going to be a good time, and it’s 
great that there’s always room for a punk- 
rock festival.” 

Although the first Hi-Fi Rock Fest 
has yet to take place, there are already 
tentative plans for next year, regardless 
of whether the inaugural edition is finan¬ 
cially successful. They want to expand to 
two days and would like to take the con¬ 
cert to other locales on the West Coast. 
Hemann remains upbeat, but he has rea¬ 
sonable expectations for the event. 

“We’ve seen a lot of festivals that were 
wildly successful... and others that have 
flopped,” Hemann explains. “We’ve seen 
what works and what doesn’t work, but 
we want to build something that lasts, an 
event that people know the name of year 
in and year out.”

A Rave In the Wild 

Dirtybird Campout offers a fun way to rough it

W hat if an EDM festivals 

were a lot more like sum¬ 
mer camp? 

In celebration of its 

10th anniversary, West Coast house label 
Dirtybird has teamed up with the DoLaB 
crew to throw a collaborative three-day 
festival at Oak Canyon Park. But unlike 
the typical music festival, the Dirtybird 
Campout aims to replicate the traditional 
overnight camp. Instead of obeying a 
curfew or counselors enforcing strict 
rules, however, beats will be bumpin’ far 
past 2 a.m., and many of the D Js perform¬ 
ing will also be leaders overseeing camp 
activities—including Barclay Crenshaw, 
a.k.a. Claude VonStroke, chief of the 
Dirtybird tribe. 

“I’m overseeing the talent show,” Cren¬ 
shaw says. “I have an outfit and every¬ 
thing; I look like a mix between a park 
ranger and Paul Bunyan.” 

Expanding off the success of the label’s 
grassroots Dirtybird BBQ, those involved 
with the Campout have gotten their hands 
dirty to make this festival nothing short 
of stellar. “We’re putting a lot of work into 
the theme so... you actually think you’re 
11 years old and at camp again,” Crenshaw 
says. “It’s a much bigger project than the 

BBQ_The Campout is, like, a huge deal.” 

In addition to the old-school activities, 
there’s an impressive roster of perform¬ 
ers: With DJs ranging from Justin Martin 
to Lee Foss and Nosaj Thing to Lunice, 
the lineup offers electronic diversity. If 


drowning in house beats for three days 
straight isn’t your thing, there will be an 
after-hours stage dedicated to psychedelic 
hip-hop on Saturday night. 

The family-like vibe of Dirtybird also 
adds a quirkiness to the proceedings. 
“[Many of the performers] will be walk¬ 
ing around and hanging out in the regular 
areas,” Crenshaw says. “A lot of people are 
on Dirtybird Records, and they all know 
one another. We’re even getting tents and 
camping together.” 

While excited to be camping with his 
Dirtybird homies, Crenshaw includes 
among his camping essentials an extra 
roll of toilet paper and Band-Aids, empha¬ 
sizing how important it is to not under¬ 
estimate camping at Oak Canyon Park, 
especially after Woogie Weekend turned 
into a mudslide last July. “There won’t be 
a 7-Eleven around,” he says. “Don’t just 
come in your sneakers and T-shirt and 
expect to be taken care of!” 

But even if torrential rains pour down on 
the Campout, the party will persist. “I’m 
hoping this is going to be the best party that 
[Dirtybird’s] ever done,” Crenshaw says. “I 
have a good feeling it’s going to be.”

Harnessing Doom 


H untington Beach-based group Painted Wives 
harness doom, expressing the darker side of 
life and rocking with abandon. The band formerly 
known as Railroad to Alaska have a new album 
due out next year and the potential to reignite a 
largely dormant metal scene. 

The name change came after catching a 
break, literally. Railroad to Alaska were com¬ 
ing off a handful of wins at the 2012 OC Music 
Awards; their trophy for Best Live Band brought 
with it four days in the Red Bull Studios. Days 
before the recording session was scheduled to 
start, drummer Derek Eglit was heading home 
on his bike after rehearsal when an accident 
sent him flying over his handlebars. Though his 
broken arm kept the group from recording a new 
album, it also provided them with a breather. "It 
was a big setback," Eglit says. "But it actually 
turned out to be a really positive period because 
we had some time to work on those songs some 
more. And we had been planning on changing 
our name for a long time, so this was an oppor¬ 
tunity. That lull during my recovery allowed us to 
take a step back and focus." 

When the band resurfaced nearly a year 
later, lead singer/guitarist Justin Suitor, bassist 
Justin Morales, guitarist Jeff Lyman and drum¬ 
mer Eglit were ready to forge ahead as Painted 
Wives. Even though the name changed, the 
tone of their music remained the same, though 
lyricist Ryan Williams' dark poeticism became 
a more integral part of the songwriting process.

With introspective lyrics and a sound 
that plays to audiences who covet Alice In 
Chains and Mastodon, Painted Wives are com¬ 
mitted to carrying a torch that has been dimming 
over the last few years. And now they're tweak¬ 
ing tracks for an upcoming full-length, with a 
sound that's sonically more complex. 

Painted Wives could be the catalyst in a 
new chapter of Orange County metal. "We're 
a metal band where there's virtually no metal," 
Eglit says. "Even people who listen to folk or 
indie or country, they still have angst. Every¬ 
body has some darkness. That's what metal and 
hard music express. That's what we're tapping 
into with our music, and we're hoping other 
people can have that release and be able to 
thrash and let go."
